No statement was
issued relative to steel posts since
they have mnot been In uge long

durabllity us compared with wood
posts.
During the yﬁnr 18921, n farm-lo|

farm survey for the common barberry
wag completed In sixteen counties, A
total of 6,281 barberries were foungd
on 163 farm properties. A tolal of
thirty-four counties have now been
surveyed, A total of 12,288 bushes on
2066 different farm properties were
fonnd in these thirty-four counties.’
Of this total number which were
found, 12,000 were removed, Escaped
barberries have been found on twolve
different farms during the past year.
Birds carry the seeds from matura
frulting Dbarberriea Into orchards,
groves and hedges, In this way the
barberry 18 becoming established
within a few feet of the growing
grains, Three such cases were found
this Inst spring where such escaped
barberriea were reaponsible for rust
on winter wheat rs early us May
20. At that time of the year [t was
impossible to find stem rust on cer-
oals except near barberries. If the
barberry I8 not eradleated now, the
escapes will become thorounghly es-
tablished in every woodland in the
state, and they will be an ever in-
oreasing menace to the production of
cereals.
